Boston, Dec. 30.—Unless something en- 


tirely new turns up the fata of John 
O'Neil of Greenfield, condemned mur- 
derer, is sealed. 


Governor Woleott this noon, after giv- 


ing a bearing to O'NeiPs lawyer, Mr. 
Lawler of Greenfield, decided not to in- 
terfere in the caae, but to let the law take 
itScOirse, 


Mr. Lawler arrived in Boston last night 


and was given a bearing this forenoon. 
It is understood that he urged clemency 
on the strength of the petition for execu- 
tive mercy, ao largely signed oy residents 
°f Franklin county during the last fort- 
night. This petition was signed because 
it was felt O'Neil was not a desperate 
criminal or at heart a murderer, but the 


victim of circumstances and bad habits. 


Whether or not Mr. Lawler urged any 


points of doubt of guilt has not been as- 
certained. 
The supreme court over- 


ruled such a« the counsel for the con- 
demned man considered the strongest 
questions of doubt and it is not thought 
Mr. Lawler urged the governor for de- 
cisions already passed upon by the highest 
court in the state. 


Thn decision of the governor's made to- 


day will bring into prominenco ma a last 
resort the effort to be made by Dr. Wood- 
bridge ot Williamstown,who, it is learned, 
has written the governor in the matter- 
What action the governor will take as to 
this new professional evidence Is not 
known or intimated.

CHINESE SUPERSTITION. 


Eclipse Leaked Upon as a Token of the Wralh 


ol Providence. 


Washington, Dec. 30.—A copy of the 


(recent curious decree issued by the em- 
peror of China.-to femd oft the wrath of 
providence as Indicated in the eclipse 
predicted for New Year's day, has been 
received. It is pronounced by experts 
to be a masterful exhibition of Typical 
Chinese statesmanship in view of the 
existing critical condition of affairs in 
the celestial empire. The decree reads 
es follows: 


"According to the chun chlu (spring 


and autumn annals) it has been stated 
that an ecJipsa of the aim on the first 
day of the year betokens an impending 
calamity; hence the sovereigns of every 
dynasty which has preceded us have al- 
ways made a point whenever on eclipse 
of the sun is prognosticated to undergo 
self-abasement and humble themselves 
before heaven, in order to avert the 
wrath from above. During the reigns 
of their majesties, K-ang Hsi and Chlen 
Lung (1662-1794), there were observed 
fovo eclipses of the sun. which fell on a 
New Year's day; and now according-to 
the board of astronomy, the first day of 
the 24th year of our reign (22nd Jan., 1898) 
there will be yet another eclipse of the 
sun. We are filled with forebodings 
at this news arad hasten to seek within 
ourselves for sins which, may have thus 
brought the wratn of Ms>h'heaven upon 
the land. 


"We further command that the cere- 


monies o£ congratulatione usually held 
on New Year's day in the Laiho throne 
hall be curtailed and only ondinary 
obeisances be made, the place being 
changed to the Chien, Tstag throne hall 
instead of the Lai ho throne hall. The 
banquet usually given to> the imperial 
clansmen on New Year's day must also 
be stopped, an-d when the eclipse oc- 
curs, let all members of the court wear 
sober garments and assemble in the 
inner palace before tie altar set up to 
<heaven to pray for forbearance and 
mercy to the country at large. 


"This is so far as shall concern our- 


jselves to show our deairfe to propitiate 
high, heaven, but as her majesty, the 
empress dowager, is an elder and senior, 
It is but right that the full ceremonies 
be observed in paying the court's 
obeisances on New Year's day to her 
majesty. Let all the yamans concerned 
take note."

The rumor that Mr. Soovel had been 


sentenced to death appears to have been 
well founded. The l-nsurgen.t scouts, sent 
word to General Gomez's qamp that two 
Americans, Mr. Madrigal and Mr. Scovel, 
were on their way to the headquarters 
(to induce General Gomez to surrender. 
Gomez, engaged, directed that both be 
court-martialled on the 'Spot;' but on 
Beaming that they were special envoys 
from Secretary Sherman, acting under 
orders of President McKlnley, he in- 
structed that they be releaeedand agreed 
to meet them. 
. Madrigal, who is United States consul 
at Sancti SpHritus, explained to General 
Gomez that President McKiraley, in ac- 
cordance with a promise.to Spain to use 
his friendly influence wtitnithe insurgents 
ito bring the war to an end, had selected 
him (Madrigal) and Mr. Scovel to carry 
jmt their mission'. He then presented 
Secretary Sherman's letter to General 
;Gomez. The latter had the same trans- 
lated and ordered that the commission- 
ers should be treated with all considera- 
tion. He fixed an appointment for the 
following day, promising to confer with 
the Cuban, government with i-eference 
to the action to'be taken.

The following morning, General Gomez

letter to Secretary Gate's recent letter, 
taking exceptions to. the resolutions 
passed by the federation ija refeifcice to 
Mr. Gage's financial bill. Mr. OrCmpers 
ta substamce says: 


'"P$e do not charge you with, ignorance, 


or allege any evii purpose on your part, 
as implied in your letter. We have the 
greatest respect for your probity and 
integrity. The "wage earners of America 
represented in the American Federation 
lOf Labor believe that ithe position you 
have taken in regard to the retirement 
of our greenback currency is antagon- 
istic to their interests, and they are op- 
posed to your plan for more thoroughly 
committing this country to the gold 
Btandiard. 


"The evibs which have :resulted from 


our adherence to the gold standard are 
(those that ever must.-grow from a dis- 
honest measure of value. Any measure 
of. values that forces an unjust rjistrir 


button of the products of 1'abor, that de- 
prives producers of the fruits of their 
'toil and cuts down wages and profits, 
thereby destroys the incentive to enter- 
prise and leads to industrial stagnation, 
enforced idleness, distress and public 
Buffering. Anything that reduces the 
(total money value of the products of 
labor must increase the share of the 
money lender and creditor and decrease 
the share to be divided among employes 
and wage earners. To increase the valua 
of money must decrease the valueof the 
products of labor. 


"If our adherence to the gold standard 


has caused money to grow dearer, you 
»nuet admit that the gold standard has 
done injury to our people, brought dis- 
tress to wage earners and employers and 
(discouraged enterprise'. It is not alone 
to a cheapening of the labor cost of pro- 
(duction, but also to an actual apprecia- 
tion of gold that the fall in prices since 
1872 has been in great part due; and this 
(appreciation has grown out of the de- 
inonetiaation of silver which' has in- 
creased the demands for gold.

Handflome Boulevard In Placef of the 
Old City Wall—The ImmenBe Town IXlftlL 
How the Tram Can Arc Operated. 


Brussels is a beautiful city and owea 


its beauty in a large measure to the 
':ood sense and public spirit of its citi- 
zens or a ruling king who rules in tho 
interest of the people. 


One good thing cornea of a fortified 


city, or at least has come to Paris and 
Brussels, and that is when'by expansion 
it has become necessary to tear down 
the fortification it has left the boule- 
vard. BruEtels is now about three times 
as large as the original walled city, and 
this 
boulevard forms a broad street 


around between the center and the out- 
side from 200 to 800 feet wide. It is 
more than a street or avenue; it is a 
street and a park. It goes by different 
names at different'parts, and Boulevard 
Waterloo—the widest—is first a side- 
walk, then a paved street perhaps 15 
feet wide for business purposes, then 
ground with two rows of trees, 30 feet 
wide, for horseback riding, then 40 feet 
or so of asphalt or macadam for car- 
riages, then 80 feet (at a guess) with 
four rows of trees for pedestrians, with 
seats for resting; then another paved 
street for business and street cars, and, 
lastly, the other sidewalk. At different 
places are booths for selling papers, etc., 
waiting rooms for the street car service 
and public conveniences. Through the 
town there are two broad avenues and 
many outside, like the Avenue Louise, 
which leads oat to the Bois, end, like 
the boulevard, has the same combina- 
tion—part street and part park of itself. 
The other streets are neither wide nor 
straight, but cool in a hot day and like- 
ly warm in winter. 


The buildings are not whole blocks 


from street to street as in Paris, each 
separate house or store varying some- 
what one from the other, but they are 
all in a locality or block about of the 
same height and degree of finish—all 
kept clean and bright—the telegraph 
and telephone wires all over the tops 
strung from roof to roof and the whole 
cily supplied with street car service. 
One of the lines is supplied with cars 
tbat rnn on the track where there is a 
track and turn out on the pavement 
where there is none. This is done by 
using common omnibus wheels for the 
carriage and two leading wheels which 
cirop into the grooves in the rails— 
when in line—which keeps the car on 
all right. By custom, law or common 
sense none of the carriages has tires 
less than atout two inches wide, so 
that the ground tail does not interfere 
at all with the common street traffic. 
The king, either toy bis power or influ- 
ence, sees te it that the companies give 
the worth of the money. The fares are 
very low—oi^ly-a cent for short rides, 
varying according to the distance—and 
tho companies',are no doubt managed on 
economical lines. As an example, the 
tickets or receipts are printed on paper 
and are canceled by the conductor tear- 
ing off the corner. How simple com- 
pared with the thick ticket and punch 1 
'Ihe street oars, or tram cars, have maps 
of the route over which they travel 
posted so ono who can follow a map 
can see where the special line he is on 
goes, what main streets it crosses and 
where it connects with other lines. 


Probably nothing has been said about 


Brussels for the last 800 years that did 
not include the Hotel de Ville, or town 
hall, with its openwork spire. Inside it 
is a museum, with many curiosities and 
noted paintings. Surrounding it and 
throughout the old part of the town 
there are many ancient Flemish build- 
ings, and in the new part is the Hall of 
Justice, one of the largest buildings in 
the world, if not the very largest, It 
is larger than St. Peter's, and though 
Philadelphia claims to have the largest 
this is 500 by COO and 400 feet high, as 
against the Philadelphia structure's 460 
feet square by the same height, and the 
Philadelphia building has a large open 
court, which the Brussels Hall of Justice 
has not. Anyway there is an awful lot 
of stone and architecture about it. 


I do not know whether they deal out 


justice on the same scale as the build- 
ing, but the affairs of the city seem to 
be well managed., and one would think, 
from the talk of the people, that the 
king has a good deal to do with it. He 
is greatly liked, is around the streets 
and in the exhibition every day aufl 
stops to talk to the exhibitors and work- 
men. We had the honor of meeting him 
two or three times. He was going one 
way in the aisles of the exhibition and , 
in the street, and we were going the 
other. "Long live the king I"—John B. 
Sweet in American Machinist.

Via plant System 


FOR CHRISTMAS EVENINO. 


This is to be doubled and shaped as nearly 


, liko tho pictures of angels' wings as pos- 
sible. 
Stiff wire is then to be sewed all 


around the edge and the two wings cov- 
ered with white goose feathers fastened on 
vnUi glue. This is really noi as much 
work as it would seem. The arrangement 
ot the feathers is a- matter of taste. These 
•wings when dry should be fastened very 
firmly to a cardboard shoulder blade, and 
this in turn aewed to a tight undcrwaist, 
which hold" tho whole business fast. 


The undergarments are as usual, only 


no fluffy skirts are permissible, as they 
wouldvlnterfero with the gra^e of the folds 
of the robe. This robe may be of cheese- 
cloth, ordinary white sheeting, cotton, 
crcpon, or ohinaisilk, chinaicrape or white 
cashmere. All these will drape in tho 
right way—that is, tostraight, heavy folds. 
Tbe-garmonfris made,in one piece, simply 
hemmed.at tbe bottom and with a narrow- 
er hem at the top, into which a drawing 
string is run. Sleeves are optional. If 
there are any, they are long, loose and 
shapeless. The Christmas angel always 
has her neck bare. Therefore the gown 
should'be allowed to fall to the floor and 
lie six inches deeper than is required to 
reach in u straight line from the top ut tho 
nock and the bottom.

Then a belt 
of silver or gold or a silkon cord is fastened 
enugly around the waist, drawing all the 
fullness in. The robe is too long at the 
bottom, and the superfluous length is to 
be pulled up above tho belt in front and 
left to bag oser in orthodox angel fashion, 


The superfluous length on sides and 


back is left to form a sort of train or trip 
the young wearer up>if she does not take 
care. If one wants to be an extra sty-Mah 
angel, one oan cross two rows of pearl 
beads over the breast-or wear a mantlo of 
embroidered cashmere in pale blue, fas- 
tened at the back between tho wings and 
dropped down loosely to the belt at the 
left side and caught up by one corner at 
the right side. 
This must be very natu- 


rally draped otherwise it would look &tiff. 
The mantle is a strip of cloth-three-quar- 
ters of a yard wide and two and a half 
long. 
The two lower corners look well 


with gold tassels or little ornaments of 
poarl beads. A star of jewels or tinsel may 
bo worn over the forehead, and a silver 
band holds the hair in place. I should say 
that hair parted in the center and drawn 
closely down over the ears and hanging 
in long curls adds greatly to the angelic 
expression of the angel.

John Jacob Astor III

puted by Mrs. William Astor, who now 
holds that distinction without opposition 
from any one, and the late Mrs. William 
Waldorf Astor. 
The latter claimed it be- 


cause her husband was the son of Mrs. 
John Jacob Astor III, and as such the 
bead of the senior Astor lino. It was not 
• highly important matter seemingly, but 
the dispute was an exceedingly bitter one, 
•ml WHS thoroughly -ventilated iu the 
newspapers to tho uonorul disgust of all 
Astors. \Vhile it was in progress some one 
put a letter addressed simply "Mrs. Astor, 
New York," iu a po-,tuflico box, >uid there 
Was a story. Hint this was done on a wager 
to see which side Undo Sain would tafco 
In thu quarrel. The Xew York postmaster 
declined to bo drawn into tho qimrrcl, and 
the letter was put in the general delncry 
•lens with missives for Mary Smith and 
Bridget U'Flanifmn. 
In time it was acl- 


vertisi'd, as all other uncalled for letters 
are. 
>ly impression is that it was never 


delhcred to nny ono, and there is httta 
doubt that llu1 quarrel had imiuh to do 
with William \Vnlilurf Astor's voluntary 
expatriation. 


llftlf Forgotten AstorB. 


It is said on what should he good au- 


thority that tlio coming social function is 
to be given chioiiy that Mrs. Haig, former- 
ly Mrs. Colemim Drayton, sister of tho 
present John Jacob Astir, may have an 
opportunity to meet !Noiv York society 
again. 
Little has been heard of this daughter of 


the Astors since her divorce and second 
uunria.ee. She has lived in London most 
of tho time, whero her husband is a whole- 
•sale liquor dealer, and where, so far as 
Jvow Yorkers, can learn, she has no place 
in tho swell society of which her cousin, 
William Waldorf, is reported to be a bright 
and shining light. 


Still less is heard about that Henry As- 


tor, uncle to William Waldorf and grand- 
xinclo of tho present John Jacob, who was 
named after the first Astor that ever came 
to America. The p-esent Henry Astor 
li\es in Columbia county, near ulint used 
to be known as Anderson's Corners, but 
for many years has been generally termed 
Astorvillu. Though his Xew"Vork rela- 
tives never speak of him, he is a man of 
education and very rich. 
In tho eyes-of 


the original John Jacob Astor he stood 
as well as liny of tho grandsons, and tho 
old fur dealer taw 10 it that Henry was 
well prm ided for. 


In spite of the fact that the first Ameri- 


can Astor was u butcher and that tho 
founder of the present family began life 
Bulling Jew's harps and made his fortune 
dealing in peltry, Henry Astor was cast 
off because he married a farmer's daugh- 
ter, Melvir.a Dmeluirt by name. If he has 
e^er regretted tho sacrifice of position and. 
the friendship of his family for love, no 
one has heard about it, nnd when the re- 
cent history of the family ia remembered 
thero is little doubt that he has been as 
happy in his seclusion from tho gay world 
us they have in their prominence. He has 
a innunifiruiit estate and a large and ec- 
ci-iitvieiilly painted residence, and 
his 


money has been a godsend, they say, to 
fc\,er\budy in the vicinity, especially tho 
relatives of his wife. 
The couple have no 


children, nnd while they are reported to 
be sociable with their neighbors they re- 
sent most bitterly ;my attempt from the 
outside world to learn of their affairs. 


Henry Astor, the lintcher. 


One hundred years ago the original 


Henry Astor was. held in much higher es- 
teem than his younger brother, John Ja- 
cob. 
Old Henry's butcher shop was on 


the Bowery, and he Ihed cner tho shop. 
That thoroughfare was then tho southern 
terminus of the great Boston road, and till 
the cattle brought to New York were 
(iri\on down that road to the Bowery, and 
therti thci butehers used to bny at auction 
fend private sale, Henry among the others. 
One day he went out a few miles tin the 
JJoston road, met a herd of cattle coming 
In and bought the pick of the lot. 
Aftei 


that he controlled the market. 


In those old duys x\stor, the butcher, 


used sometimes to lend money to Astor, 
tho furrier, but after awhile he got tired 
of doing tins, ho on« day, when John 
Jacob went to Henry for £100, Henry said 
to John .lueob: 


"I will not. lend you-any more money— 


Hot even 8100, but I will give you $500 on 
one condition—that yon never come to me 
for money again." 


John Jacob tool; the SfiOO and with it 


went west on a ]<olt buying expedition. 
Ho made enough money from the sale of 
tho furs then gathered to save the necessity 
of breaking his agreement with 
the 


butcher. 


Thero may be records somewhere show- 


Ing what became of the butcher Astor, 
but the writer hiis never seen them. It 
has been often printed that tba two broth- 
ers were never friendly after the transac- 
tion above described. But this cannot bo 
true, else the Astor now living in Colum- 
bia county would not have been named 
Henry. It may be said in passing that 
until three or four years ago it was be- 
lieved by many that the present Henry 
Astor was descended from tho butcher. 


John Jacob Afltor IV. 


It has come to be the fashion with many 


(rtio do not know him and with some who 
to to sneer at John Jacob Astor IV, 
the present male head of the family in 
America, but his riches are increasing de- 
spite his enormous expenditures faster 
than ever before. It is true that he has 
broken away somewhat from the estab- 
lished policy of the family, which was ta 
invest each year's surplus in New York 
real estate and rake in t.ho unearned in- 
crement. 
Yet his outside investments, 


which are understood to ho chiefly western 
railroad stocks, are only a drop in the 
15ueket, and his landed holdings r.re said 
1o be increasing faster than William Wal- 
dorf'?. 


John Jacob, however, has not justified 


the expectations of those who predicted 
eoine great scientific achievement on his 
part. Nobody, at least no outsider, knows 
whether ho continues to devote a part of 
each day when »t home to his elaborately 
fitted up laboratory at the top of his mag- 
nificent bouse, but when it was building 
he nave moro attention to the laboratory 
than all the rest of the structure, leaving 
supers ision of tho remainder largely to his 
wife and his mother.

"Good and strong," commented a 


fifth, "but Kipling is not the only man 
who has chosen monosyllables to give 
emphatic expression to his thought. If 
you will remember, Popa in his essay 
on 'Criticism' remarked, 'And ten low 
words oft creep in ono dull line,' and 
before and after him there were others, 
who, as he, were scarcely dull and sel- 
dom crept. Hymn writers are strong in 
this. Take Watts in that well known 
hymn, for instance:

of it shall not be shut at all by day, for 
there shall be no night there."

NAPOLEON'S'LAST WORDS."" 


Tho Dying Thoughts of the BEan Whom 


Europe Feared. 


On his deathbed Napoleon expressed 


his conviction tbat England would end 
like tbe proud republic of Venice. 


With perfect composure he gave hia 


last directions: "I desire that you will 
take my heart, put it in spirits of wino 
r.iid carry it lo Fiixma to my dear Marie 
Louise. You will tell her tbat I never 
ceased to lovo her and relate to her ev- 
iry particular respecting my death op- 
en this miserable nud dreary rock. You 
will toll my mother nnd family that the 
great liapoleoii expired in the most da- 
plorablo state, deprived of everything, 
abandoned to himself and to his glory, 
and that he bequeathed with his dying 
breath to all the reigning families of 
Knrope the horror and opprobrium of 
hie death." 


Tho second codicil of his will con- 


tained the direction, which was after- 
ward complied with, "It is my wish 
that my as-hes may repose on the banks 
of the Seine, iu the midst of the French 
people, whom I lovo Bo well." 


On tho dlh of May, 1821, he who had 


for years kept all Europe in a state of 
feverish excitement terminated his 
earthly career. 


After lying iu state two days the 


body wna deposited iu ji coffin composed 
first of tin lined with white' satin, 
which, having been soldered, was inclos- 
ed in another of mahogany, a third of 
lead, and tht) whole in a fourth of ma- 
hogany secured with iron screws. After 
tho ceremony an enormous stone was 
lowered over the body, resting on a 
Etouo wall so as to escape the coffin. 


On tho 12th of May Louis Philippe 


commanded that the ashes of Kayoleon 
bn conveyed to Franco. In his commu- 
nication ho said: '' Henceforth France 
aloue will possess all that 'remains of 
Napoleon. His tomb, like his fame, will 
belong to none but his country." , 


At n o'clock, Deo. 15, the first can- 


non was heard announcing that the re- 
mains of the emperor bod reached 
French ground. Amid the vast assem- 
blage the body was borne by 84 seamen 
to its last resting place in the Hotel des 
iuvaiides. 


So closed the eventful career of the 


great Napoleon, whose memory can on- 
ly perish with the records of tbe world.

How many of thorn will bo loft in 
tlie harness when Now Year's day, 1899, 
rolls round? 


Tho oldost cf thnn all in years Is thu 


venerable Senator Morrlll of Vermont. IB 
IB surprising how this grand old man 
keeps his health and strength. He lives 
just across the street from lay bovso, and 
every morning at a certain hour, 1'roia 
which ho does not vnry flvo mirmtes'ono 
way or tho other in n winter, I BGO him 
walking nimbly down the stops to liia car- 
riage. He appears no older now than ha 
dUl t«n years ago. 
Ho has llypcl a life it 


calm dignity. He has a inponoful inituro. 
Ho never worries. 
In April ho will bo 83 


years old, and then lie intends! lu givo 
another of Ills birthday partleb. To look 
nt Ibis active, lu'ight old man one would 
not think lie bad first oomo to congrcEa 
botoro tho most of us wro bor.n, or U 
years ago, yet eucli is the fact. Ho served 
13 years in the house of roprosonrntivos, 
and Mnrch 4 next ho will ha\ o completed a 
continuous service of ill yours in tho Unit- 
ed States sonato, which constitutes tho 
record for longest continuous service in 
that bady. 


John Slicrman'a Great Career. 


Another distinguished veteran of public 


life is John Sherman, tho secretary of 
etnto, Mr. Sherman is not as old as Sen- 
ator Morrill—he will ba 75 in May—nor 
!s his health as rugged. 
Mr. Sherman's 


public career stands out above that of all 
his compeers, everything considered. Ho 
has been in the very thick of battle for a 
quarter of a century. The wonder is that 
bo Is now us well and strong as ho is. Ho 
and Mr. Morrill entered public life in this 
city tho same day, both as members of the 
bouse, and both have been here evor sinco. 
Mr. Sherman was eight years In tha house 
of representatives, 80 years in the senate, 
four years secretary of the treasury, and he 
has now been nearly a year secretary of 
state. Secretary Sherman lias his good and 
bad days. 
Wbon he feels just right, ho is 


his old self aguin. Other days he does not 
pretend to do much work. It is well un- 
derstood that in a few monfiba bo expects 
to resign his offloo aud seek a well earned 
rest from public cares. 


McKInley and Allison. 


President McKInley, though compara- 


tively young in years, is yet a veteran in 
public service. Tho president will in a 
short time celebrate his fifty-fifth birtlulny 
anniversary. He was born Jan. 29, 1843. 
'Of tho 85 years which have elapsed since 
ho became a man 25 havo boon devotud to 
tho public service in one capacity or an- 
otlicr. He was four yoars in tho war, two 
years prosecuting attorney of Stark county, 
O., 14 years a member, of "the house of 
representatives, four yoars governor of 
Ohio, and ha has served nearly a year as 
president. 


Senator Allison of Iowa is one of tho 


youngest looking men of his age in pnblio 
life. 
Mr. Allison will soon celebrate his 


sixty-ninth birthday anniversary, but bo 
looks to be no more than EO, or on. He is 
still a very active, a very hardworking 
and a very amiable man. In a faw weeks, 
or March 8 next, he will havo served 35 
years continuously in the United States 
senate. 
Before'that ho hail boon eight 


years a member of the house. Although n 
third of a century In public life, Mr. Alli- 
son is still a poor man. He is dependent 
upon his salary for a livelihood. 


Two Pennsylvania Teteraus. 


A picturesque figure among tho veterans 


of publio service is that of Galusha A. 
Grow, the representative at large from 
Pennsylvania. Mr. Grow is of the same 
ago as Secretory Sherman, aud u well pro- 
served, agilo man. 
Hie flue old head al- 


ways attracts the attention of visitors in 
1 ho house galleries. His service dates far- 
ther back than that of any othor man now 
in public life In this city. It was In 1851 
—nenrly a half contury ago—that lie oamo 
to congress, the youngest member of that 
body at thnt time. Ha was first elected as 
u Free Soil Democrat and afterward as a 
Republican. He has been in congress al- 
together about 19 years. The last time ho 
was elected he had a plurality of 297,446 
and a majority over nil of 260.778, tho 
largest plurality and the largest majority 
ever given a candidate for office in any 
state. 


Another Pennsylvania veteran is Con- 


gressman Honner of Philadelphia, who is 
now serving his thirteenth term In the 
house, and who has just concluded 25 
years'service in that body. Only two or 
three times in the history cf the country 
has this record boon excelled.

Joces and Stewart. 


Oddly enough, Nevada contributes two 


most intoiesttjjg specimens to our roster 
of veterans. Both of bcr senators have 
been here a long time. Picturesque Sen- 
ator Stowarfc, the inveteruUs spooehmafcer, 
was first elected to the senate away back 
in 1864, and if be bad served continuously 
would now have beaton all records. But 
ho was out for 13 years. His colleague, 
tbo brilliant and scholarly .Tolin P. Jones, 
Will complete 85 years'of Hejiatonal service 
March 4 next.

We wore lying at the port of Fuchau, 


China, waiting for orders when the Chi- 
nese government chartered the White 
Squall to convey a small but very solid 
cargo to tho port of Chosan, in Korea. 
The cargo consisted of $100,000 in silver, 
and most of the sum was fresh from the 
mint. 


When Captain White came aboard one 


day and announced tho charter, we had to 
hustle to get things ready to sail on tho 
date appointed. Only tho three officers 
and the cook had been retained. The cap- 
tain saw to getting the kegs of dollars 
aboard, Mr. Fciwtek brought down four 
cannon from the arsenal and saw to their 
mounting, while I skirmished around and 
picked up 16 American and English sail- 
ors. Under the terras of our charter wo 
were supplied with 13 armed Chinamen, 
the four cannon and enough cutlasses and 
muskets to arm the crew. There was no 
secret made of the shipment of tho treas- 
ure, and in those dayathere were plenty of 
piratical junks sailing up and down the 
China sea. 


The White Squall was a bark, built in 


Maine and owned in Boston, and she 
sailed like a top and was commanded by a 
man with tho heart of a lion. The day 
after we got the guns mounted and the 
kegs aboard we cleared for Korea, and ev- 
ery mother's son of a Chinaman in Fuchau 
knewtoa dollar how ranch we had aboard. 
For tho first thrco days ont the men were 
drilled at the guns, and we found them a 
st«ut and fearless lot of fellows. The Chi- 
nese sohlinrawero under command of a 
lieutenant, and though he talked very big 
as to what wonkl happen in case wo were 
attached we steed bi» crowd up for a lot of 
skulks. They weie a half starved, cring- 
ing lot, armed with muskets almost as 
dangerous tottem-asto an enemy, and wo 
left them out of the cotmfraltogether when 
figuring on our chances. 


On the morning of our fourth day out 


of Fiiclwu, which was the morning of a 
Certain July S, we found a suspicious look- 
ing junk bearing down on us from the 
•west. She ran down to within a mile of 
us, established our identity, and then laid 
her course parallel with ours. As the 
breeze was light all day the junk held her 
own, 
and just at sundown two more crafts 


of her-size came down on us from the lee 
of tho Chin-Chin islands. Word must 
have been sent on at least three clays ahead 
of us. We had a turn at scrutinizing each 
craft through the glass, and Captain White 
said: 


"They are pirate junks without a 


doubt, and they are after the dollars in 
the cabin. They won't attack us tonight, 
but tomorrow morning they'll close in 
Tell that heathen lieutenant to step aft." 


The native officer came aft, trying to 


look very brave. He and his men had 
made up their minds as to the. junks and 
were already wishing themselves back at 
Fuchan. Captain White had been in the 
China trade for 20 years and could speak 
the language almost like a native. 


"Look here, Ling," he said to tho lieu- 


tenant. "Those three junks are full of 
pirates." 


"Yes, they are pirates," was tho answer, 
"There must be 100 men altogether, 


while we have Ie39 than 30. D'you think 
we con beat them off?" 


"Of course not. We must give up the 


dollars and hope they will spare our lives. ' 
It would be foolish to expect to beat them 
off." 


"Oh, that's the way you feel about it, 


is it!" growled the captain as his face took 
on a sterner look. "See here, you squint 
eyed, white livered heathen, did you ever 
hear of a country called the United States 
of America?" 


"I hoar of that," was the sulky reply. 
"And have you ever heard that we havo 


a day over there called tho Fourth of July 
—a holiday on which everybody w hoops, 
yells, gets drunk, fights and goes to bed 
happy?" 


"I no hear." 
"Thon you hear now. Tomorrow is the 


day. We shall be in the China sea instead 
of the United States, but that makes no 
difference. 
We are going to whoop, yell 


and fight. If those junks attack us, wo 
are going to lick blazes out of them and 
have patriotism enough left for fireworks 
in the evening. You and your gang are 
already looking for a hole to crawl into, 
but let me tell you something more—if 
you skulk, if you don't stand right up to 
the rack and fight like devils, then by the 
land of Goshen we'll turn loose on you 
and wipe you out!" 


"How—how can SO men flght 100?" 


faltered the native. 


"How? How? Why, go for'em like a 


ton of wildcats and never let up until the 
last one is licked! They won't attack us 
before daylight, and you've got all night 
to brace up your backbone. Go buck to 
your men and tell 'em what I say. We'll 
have our eyes on you as well as the pirates, 
and I tell you you've got to fight or be 
shot down. 


and In addition to them the cook was or- 
dered to mafce other Sags of tho cabin 
sheets and tablecloths, and every blue or 
red shirtin the men's chests was"also con- 
verted into bunting. Tho old bark must 
havo had a queer look to the pirates, and 
when she heralded the day with a salute 
of cannon and small arms, followed by 
thrco rousing cheers, tho 'fellows must 
have wondered what sort of a menagerie 
they had been following during the night. 
The cook had breakfast ready at once, and 
hy sunrise we wore waiting for a move on 
the part of the junks. Then the native 
officer was sent for. and Captain White 
Kskecl: 


"Well, are you going to fight?" 
"If not too many come," was the reply. 
"Too many, you slab sided son of a 


jrnn! What difference does it make to us 
how many they are! Trot out yoxir gang 
while I give them a word or two!" 


Tho soldiers came shuffling forward, 


and ono glance at them was sufficient to 
prove that they had no heart for fight. 


"Yon miserable, contemptible trarfjl" 


shouted the captain as ho caught one of 
tho gang and lifted him off his feet and 
cracked his heels together. "Now, then, 
arc you going to help us? Wake up here 
anil listen to me! You'll cither flght like 
devils or we'll chuck the crowd of you 
overboard to the sharks. Mates, take hold 
here and help kick some grit into their 
cowardly hearts." 


It was the funniest scene evcrwitnessed 


before n battle. For ten minutes wo boot- 
ed the gang up acd down the decks, with 
tho crow laughing and cheering, and we 
ceased kicking only when they promised 
to do their full duty. They were scattered 
along between the guns, where our men 
could have an eye on them, and we were 
all at stations when one of the junks flow 
a signal and tho three bore down on us. 
Our cannons were 12 pounders, with fuse 
shell for the first charges, and there was 
hardly a whisper among tho men as tho 
foremost junk came sailing down to got 
us within range of her four pound pieces. 
The captain let her close within about 
600 feet, and then gave the word to flre. 
The two starboard guns were discharged 
at almost the same second, and as the 
men knew little or nothing of gun prac- 
tice it was good luck or accident which 
Bent the shells where they landed. Both 
went plump into the junk's hull on her 
port bow and close together and both ex- 
ploded inside of her. 
The craft was liter- 


ally blown out of the water. It wasn't 30 
seconds from the time the shells struck 
her before she was out of sight under wa- 
ter, and not one of her 40 or 50 men es- 
caped death, 


"Now for thenextt" shouted Captain 


White when his voice could be heard above 
tho cheering, and the starboard • watch ran 
to tho braces and brought the bark around 
so that pur port battery could be brought 
to bear.

These three 
great events Galtee More has magnifi- 
cently captuied. and he has justly been 
pronounced "the horse of the century," 
a title first given to Ormonde.

The superiority of the Irish racer 


dates many centuries back. Sir Rich- 
ard Crodon, a French knight who ac- 
companied Richard II, in describing Art 
McMurrough, the Irish king who led 
his kernes against the invaders, said: 
"He had a horse without housing or 
saddle, wh.cli %\as so fine and good that 
it cost him, they said 400 cows. 
In

speed as it did." 


More than four centuries ago horses 


were expo i ted to England and the con- 


or shape and poorly trained and cared 
for.

Dr. L. D. Woodbridge of Williams col- 


lege, whose statements in regard to med- 
ical evidence on the O'Neil case were 
given in yesterday's TRANSCRIPT, sent a 
letter to Governor Wolcott this morning 
asking if it will be possible for the gov- 
ernor to receive this evidence. Dr.Wood- 
bridge staled to the governor that he had 
no desire to save O'Neil from the gallows 
if he is guilty, but there seems to be 
enough reasonable doubt as to the cause 
of Airs. McCloud's death to make it in 
the interests of justice to have the evi- 
dence presented to the governor. The 
doctor suggests that be would be willing 
and prefer to have the state physicians 
who also heard the evidence at the trial 
and other expert physicians, present at 
the hearing, in order to point out any 
weakness in his evidence. 


Dr. Woodbridge should have an answer 


from the governor, if the latter thinks it 
advisable to receive the testimony, within 
a day or so, and there will be plenty of 
time to present it to the governor before 
:-hedayset for the execution. Ifahear- 
ng is given with the presence of the state 
physicians and outside experts, there is 
no doubt that the interests of justice will 
be furthered, and that the doubts of a 
number who know the details of Dr. 
Woodbridge's testimony will be set at 
rest, whether or not the evidence ia ac- 
cepted by the governor as a basis for 
"bmmutation. 


Dr. Woodbridge has said whenever he 


spoke of the matter that he did not wish 
to appear to give ti"due importance to his 
own opinions, anf. i esitated to communi- 
cate with the govc_ ;jor on his own res- 
ponsibility. But the opinions of those in 
whose judgment he had confidence and to 
whom he has told the evidence, and the 
general sentiment of the press in favor of 
this attempt at aiding justice, have re- 
lieved him from any suspicion of egotism 
in his action. 


He communicated this morning with 


Lamb & Lawler of Greenfield, the attor- 
neys who now have O'Neil's case in 
charge, and was tbld that Frank T. Law- 
ler of the firm would probably return 


from the hearing which he has today 
with the governor this evening or tomor- 
row morning, and that Mr. Lawler 


would 
then 
probably communicate 


with him on the subject. The doctor 
would of course prefer to have 
his evi- 


dence presented to the 
governor by 


O'Neil's attorneys, but did not know when 
he wrote to the governor whether this 
would be possible or not. It will be gen- 
erally felt that the doctor has taken an 
honest and manly course in disregarding 


I he public sentiment against O'Neil for 
liie sake of justice. 


Dr. Woodbridge had heard this morn- 


ing nothing of the governor's decision 
given in the telegraphic news on another 
page, but as that decision is based on the 
petitions and the hearing this morning 
only, in which the doctor's testimony did 
not come up,it is still possible that a hear- 
ing may be given to this new evidence.

A. Poasibta Solution of the Outbreak Probe 


1cm Suggested by an Indian Agent. 
"About eight years ago I was in Kunsaj 


oa business for a newspaper," said a man 
who hns traveled hither and thither in tho 
west for 25 years. "I received a message 
ordering mo to Fort Reno,in the Oklaho- 
ma country. The message informed me 
that there was a threatened uprising of 
the Cheyennos aud Arapahoes in that 
country. 


"I had been in that country before, and 


t remembered that I had never seen a lazi- 
er lot of Indians than the Oklahoma lot. 
But I had my orders and started. Fort 
Reno fs about seven miles from El Reno, 
a station on the Bock Island road. I 
reached El Reno early 'in the evening and 
rode over to tho fort as japidly as an Okla- 
homa horse could be driven. Colonel 
Wade, son of old Ben Wade, was command- 
er of the fort. He received me in his quar* 
ters in anything but a military make Tip. 
When I explained my mission, ho laughed. 
He talked to me until late in tho nighi 
and told me that W the white people would 
attend to their business the Indian would 
take care of himself. He told mo he would 
furnish me with a horse and a map, and 
that I might ride over every mile of the 
country where he had jurisdiction, and if 
I behaved myself he would guarantee 
more protection than I could get in any 
city in the country. 


"Tho next day I went over to Darling- 


ton, which is the Indian agency. The 
storehouses and the schools arc there. I 
had a letter to Captain Leu, who was in 
charge. Ha told me that there was no 
danger of any uprising in that country 
unless tho stack of canned fruits gave out. 
In that caso he would not stay in the 
country. 


"I Icarnod that tho Indians had worked 


up an unsatisfied appetite for canned 
goods. 
They wore content to forego their 


'chuck,' which is Indian for beef, if they 
could get canned stuff. Nearly every In- 
dian on the reservation had credit at the 
Indian stores. This is not because they 
are so honest that they want to pay, but 
there is no chance for the storekeeper to 
lose. He turns in his bill to the agent, 
and the amount is deducted from the next 
payment of land money to the Indian by 
tho government. 


"A few days before two young bucks 


who had been students in a well known 
Indian school in the east entered one of 
the stores and stole six cans o£ cherries. 
They wero drunk "nnd refused' to pay for 
the fruit. They galloped away on horse- 
back. They wore pursued by the store- 
keeper and a half breed, overtaken and 
thrashed. 
The canned goods were recov- 


ered.
